which was later ceded to Germany in 
exchange for valuable rights in the 
Solomon and Tonga islands, is still ac- 
tne annd lava has ruined a. large part 
of the Island, according to Dr. W. H. 
Solf. the governor of German Samoa, 
who arrived from Apia Wednesday on 
his -way to Germany to take a holiday. 


Dr. Solf .has been governor of Ger- 


man Samoa ever since the colony be- 
came such. He is popular with Amer- 
ican diplomatic and consular 
repre- 


sentatives. He speaks English as eas- 
ily as his native language. He had a 
good, word to say. for Capt. Parker, 
the governor of Tutuila. 


"Cap't. Parker, a very able man, is 


much beloved by the Samoans," said 
Dr.. Solf at the Holland House yester- 
day. "Relations between the Ameri- 
cans and Germans are most cordial 
and the natives have 
become quite 


pacified. They have also 
begun 
to 


show a little more interest in their 
work. Tliey will never work for other 
peoples as contract laborers, however, 
and thi.s is the reason why tho German 
government felt obliged to import Chi- 
nese labor. The Chinese coolies have so 
far been found satisfactory. There are 
now about 1500 of them and there is a 


Apia. The country 
Chinese consul at 
Is'developing fast. 


"The leading native product is copra, 


jnadti from the cocoanut.

In Maine the Largest In

', PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 2S.—"Maine 
lias the largest divorce rate of any 
state east of tho Allegheny mountains," 
declared Prof. Robert J. Spraguo oC the 
University of Maine last night in an 
address at tho Maine state conference 
of charities. In the five years follow- 
ing 1887 he said there were 2511 di- 
vorces in Maine, and in the five vears 
following 1903 this number had" In- 
creased to 43S9. 
' The speaker declared his belief that 
. divorces granted for a sufficient cause 
were a benefit, but he said the courts 
must not permit temporary 
passion 


and freakishnesa to bring about moral 
chaos 
The real, evil to be combatted, 


he said, is not divorce, but the dis- 
eased and unhealthy family. Lax mar- 
riages ho mentioned as one cause for 
divorce. 
He advocated Uie publication 


of marriage intentions in the newspa- 
pers and suggested that more prepa- 
ration, dignity and imprcssiveneas be 
required In the civil marriage.

enough alone." 
This was the opinion expressed by 


Sir Frederick W. Borden, minister of 
militia and defense of Canada at the 
Intercolonial club last night. 
In view 


of the constant rebuffs which the Ca- 
nadian statesmen have received from 
the United States In their efforts to 
secure more amicable tariff relations, 
he said, Canada will make 
no over- 
tures to this country, and any 
reci- 


procity treaty which the United States 
may offer will have to be for the best 
of Interests of all Canadians before it 
will be adopted. 
Sir Frederick also declared that the 


predominant note In the public affairs 
In Canada today Is contentment with 
its present lot, and the hope that the 
future may bring closer 
relations 
to 


the mother country. Canada, he con- 
tinued, Is well satisfied with its pres- 
ent form of government and is as In- 
dependent as any nation on the globe. 


He also referred to the recent deci- 


sion of The Hague conference regard- 
ing the fisheries dispute, and charac- 
terized it as having removed the last 
ground which might possibly lead to 
war between the United' 'States' 'arid 
Canada or Great Britain. 


Speaking of the tariff in this coun- 


try, he said: "I understand the people, 
of this nation, so greatly prosperous, 
are not absolutely satisfied with their 
tariff.

And Progress of Suffrage Move- 


ment in England 


Ably Discussed by Hon. Philip 
Snowden, M, P., of England — 


Lecture at Colonial Hall Large- 
ly Attended, Despite the Rain 


Hon. Philip Snowden, M.,P.,-of Eng- 


lan'ij, delivered an . address before a 
targe ana appreciative audience: at; Co- 
lonial hall last night. The address was 
in connection'with the 41st'annual con- 
vention, of: the -Massachusetts Woman 
Suffrage association. ,The subject dis- 
cussed by Mr. Snowden was: "The Fate 
of the Woman Suffrage Bill in Eng- 
and and the Conciliation Committee." 
During the course of his remarks he 
stated that- the movement In England 
is nearing its final stage. 


Mr. Snowden:,-was introduced by Mrs. 


Maud VVood-Park of-Boston,, and after 
a few remarks spoke -in part as fol- 
lows: 


"The' movement in England," 
he 


said, "has reached what I think'we 
may regard as {he final stage preced- 
ng success. Every reform 
movement 


lasses through a number 
of- .stages. 


First of all, it is purely an agitation, 
and is met with contempt and ridicule. 
By and by it comes to be regarded se- 
riously. 
Finally, the question becomes 


one of working' Up the details of the 
iractical application, of . the . principle. 
The movement for the enfranchisement 
of women in England has now 'reached 
that third stage. Not even the oppo- 
nents of votes for women deny that the 
cause fjs a winning cause, and the day 
is not; ifar distant- when, by an act of 
the Ibjjislature, .women will bo invited 


to vote at the parliamentary 
elec- 
tions." 
; 


Progress in England 
. Mr. Snowden explained 
in an 
in- 


teresting manner the progress .of the 
work 
in England, which has been 


chiefly along the line of bringing pres- 
sure to bear upon politicians. He then 
told of .the'formation of the conciliation 
committee, the purpose of which'was 
to. frame a bill which would unite-the 
opinions favorable to the principle o£ 
woman suffrage,-but havjng • different 
Ideas as." to the way in 
wjilc'h" that 


principle should be applied. The com- 
mittee was- composed of members 
at- 


tached to each of the four parties in 
the. house. 
The chairman was Lord. 


Lytton, and the secretary. Mr. Drails- 
ford. 


After much . discussion, it'-was fin- 


ally resolved that a measure which-pro- 
posed to give the parliamentary vote 
to women householders, 
would stand 


the 
best chance 
of 
being carried 


through the house of commons. That Is 
not an enfranchisement of women on 
the same terms as 
men—a principle 


which the women have i stood for 40 
years. 


"I have known of no political agi- 


tation," said Mr. Snowden, "conducted 
with so much ability and wisdom and 
judgment and statesmanship, -as the 
movement for the political enfranchise- 


ment of women. 
The women have 


shown the keenest-appreciation of the 
political situattpn. They have said, ."We 
care nothing at all.about the details of 
your franchise laws, they are man- 
made; we claim no responsibility for 
them. The only'thing we insist upon, 
is this: that whatever entitles a man 
to vote, the same qualification shall 
entitle the women to vote.' They clung 
to this position .for 40 years. • There- 
fore it was with some hesitation that 
they agreed to accept the conciliation 
bill. But they have accepted it for the 
time being, because they believed, as

the 
conciliation committee- believed, 


that such a bill stands'.the best chance 
of .removing the sex disability of moro 
than a million voters." 


This bill, as we know, passed the 


second reading, but time was not given 
for Its further progress. 
The Militant Suffrage! 


On the question of methods of work, 


Mr. Snowden said: 
"For nearly 40. 


years, the suffrage societies have been 
carrying on a campaign of educational 
work.—educating public opinion. Five 
or six years ago a new agitation, which 
had the same object, began its work. 
The new tactics attracted a good deal 
of public attention.

John Rogers, Esq., asked how olc

CIRCUIT_ COURT 


Passes on the Rights of 


Pugilists 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28.—An Im- 


portant decision in a notable case has 
been handed down by the United States 


• circuit court for th9 eastern district 
of Pennsylvania in the suit of Mr. Bat- 


tling Nelson, the pugilist, against Qeo. 
C. Boldt as proprietor of the Bellovue 
Stratford hotel in Philadelphia, for 
damages by reason of tho defendant's 
refusal to receive the plaintiff 
as a 


guest. 
The decision denied a motion 


for a new trial after a verdict in fa- 
vor of the defendant. 


The plaintiff based his appeal chiefly 


on the trial judge's charge to tha jury, 
in which he said: 


Innkeepers owe a certain duty to the 


traveling public which they are 
re- 


quired at all times to perform, and if 
ttiey violate the duty or refuse to per- 
form H they are answerable in dam- 
ages to any person who suffers injury 


as a result therefrom. When a travel- 
ler presents himself at an inn it is the 
duty of the innkeeper to accommodate 
him if he be a fit person to be admitted 
and receive accommodation. It being 
the innkeeper's duty to receive into his 
house all strangers who may call for 
entertainment, provided ho has rooms 
and they tender him a reasonable sum 
for the accommodation demanded. 


The innkeeper, 
howeVer, may re- 


fuse to admit any one, if he pleases, 
rendering himself liable in an action 
for any damages tbo stranger may 
sustain. If he refuses to entertain a 
stranger for a good reason he is not 
liable for damages ns the law only re-

quires him to entertain fit persons. 


It is also the duty of the hotel pro- 


prietor to protect his guests against 
tho intrusion of boisterous, objectiona- 
ble characters and persons intoxicated, 
and such persons may be rejected. 
TJrhere objection to admitting a gruest 
is based on the fact that the gu'ebt is 
committing a breacli of the peace or is 
intoxicated, the inkeeper's justification 
mas* be determined by the court us a 
matter of law, but when tho question is 
as to the guest's character of reputation 
and his standing as a reputable per- 
son, the question is for the jury: that if 
the jury believed the plantiff 'was not a 
law abiding citizen, but at the time wns 
engaged In a business which was In 
violation of the laws of the various 
states of the United States, then tha 
jury would be authorized in finding 
that he was not such a proper person 
as was entitled to enforce a legal right- 
tn be admitted to a hotel in tho state of 
Pennsylvania, and the defendant would 
be justified in refusing to give such 
accommodations as he demanded at the 
time, it being no answer that other ho- 
tels would accommodate him. 


The circuit court says that the "evi- 


dence reviewed by the court to the jury 
indicated that plaintiff, while claiming 
to be engaged in athletics and looking 
after real estate, had.in fact represent- 
ed himself in his own blogranhy aa 
the champion lightweight prizefighter 
of the world up to February 22, 1910. 
It also appeared that he had engaged In 
nearly a hundred hotly contested bat- 
les which were such as to be prohibit- 
ed by the laws of the state of Pennsyl- 
vania and other states by which such 
contests are made a criminal offence. 
The court thereupon charged 
that 
It 


was for the jury to say whether a vio- 
lator of the criminal laws of the vari- 
ous states, such as the evidence show- 
rt the plaintiff was, would be a reput- 


able person to admit In a hotel in Penn- 
iylvanla under the law as previously 
atuted, and that if tho jury conclude 
lie was not, ho was not entitled to re- 
cover." 


Tho circuit court pronounced the in- 


structions to tlw Jury a correct exposi- 
tion of the law.

DIVORGE^ RATE 


In Maine the Largest In 


the East 


PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 28.—"Maine 
has the largest divorce rate of any 
•state east of the Allegheny mountains" 
declared Prof. Robert J. Spraguo of the 
Imivereity of Maine last night in an 
address at the Maine state conference 
of charities. In the live years follow- 
ing. 1887 he said there were 2611 di- 
vorces in Maine, and in the flvo years 
following 1902 this number had 
in- 
creased to 4S89. 


The speaker declared his belief that 


divorces granted for a sufficient cause 
were a benefit, but he said the courts 
must not permit temporary passion 
and freaklshness to bring about moral 
chaos. The real evil to be combatted, 
he said, is not divorce, hut' the dis- 
eased and unhealthy family. Lax mar- 
riages he mentioned as one cause for 
divorce. 
He advocated the publication 


of marriage intentions in the newspa- 
pers and suggested that more prepa- 
ration, dignity and impresstveness be 
required in the civil marriage.

RIGHTS OF WOMEN 


Aod Progress of Suffrage Move- 


ment in England 


Ably Discussed by Hon. Philip 
Snowden,. M. P., of England — 


Lecture at Colonial Hall Large- 
ly Attended, Despite the Rain 


: 'Hon.'Philip Snbwdeh, M. P., of i'ns- 
land, delivered an 
address, before 
a 


large and appreciative audience at Co- 
lonial hall last night. THo address was 
in.connection with the 41st annual con- 
vention of ine Massachusetts Woman 
Suffrage association. Tho subject dls- 
.cussed by Mr. Snowden was: "The Fate 
of the "Woman Suffrage Bill in Eng- 
land and the Conciliation Committee." 
During .theXnourse of his remarks, he 


..."Hated that .the movement in England 


IB Hearing Its flnal stage. 
. -Mr. Snowden was introduced by Mrs. 
Maud Wood Park of Boston, ami after 
a'. lew remarks 'spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 


- "The movement In England," 
he 


.said, "has reached what I think we 
'may regard as the flnal stage preced- 
ing success. Every reform movement 
passes through 'a number 
of stages. 


First, ol all, It is purely an agitation, 
and is met. with contempt and ridicule. 
'By and by it comes to bo regarded sn- 
Hously. 
Finally! the question becomes 


one of .working .up the details of tho 
practical application of the principle. 
The movement for the enfranchisement 
of women In England has now reached 
that third stage.- -Not even the oppo- 
nents of votes for women deny that tho 
.cause is a winning cause, and the day 
la not far distant when, by an act of 
the legislature, women will bo Invited 
to vote at the parliamentary elec- 
tions." 


Progress in England 


Mr. Snowden explained in an 
in- 
teresting manner the progress of the 
work 
in England, 
which has been 


chiefly along tho line of bringing pres- 
sure to bear upon politicians. He then 
told of the formation of the conciliation 


committee, the purpose of which was 
to frame a bill which would unite the 
opinions favorable to'the principle of 
woman suffrage, but having 
different 


ideas as to the way. in 
which . that 


principle should be applied. The com- 
mittee was composed of members 
at- 


tached to each of- the four parties ' In 
the house. 
The chairman was Lord 


Lytton, and tho secretary. Mr. Brails- 
fora. 


After much discussion, it'was fin- 


ally resolved that a measure which pro- 
posed to give the parliamentary voto 
to women householders, would stand 
the 
best, chance of 
being carried, 


through the house of commons. That Is 
not an enfranchisement of women on 
the same terms as 
men—a principle 


which the women have stood for 40 
years. 


"I have known of no political agi-. 


tation," said Mr. Snowden, "conducted 
with so much ability and wisdom and 
judgment and statesmanship, as tho 
movement for the political enfranchise- 
ment of women. 
The women 
have 


shown the keenest appreciation of the 
political situation. They have said, "Wo 
care nothing at ail about the details of 
your frsnchise laws, they are man- 
made; wo claim no responsibility for. 
them. Tho only thing we Insist upon, 
is this: that whatever entitles a man 
to vote, tho same qualification 
shall 


entitle tho women to vote.' They clung 
to this position for 40 years. 
There- 


fore it was with some hesitation that 
they agreed to accept the conciliation 
bill. But they have accepted it for the 
lime boing, because they believed, as 
the 
conciliation 
committee believed, 


that such a bill stands the best chance 
of removing the sex disability of more 
than a million voters."

The peculiar way in which the White 


House Is proceeding indicates strongly 
that the news of contemplated si fts 
of federal offices has been handed out 
with the expectation that the negroes 
mentioned will stir themselves to tho 
utmost between now and election day. 
After that the president can finally de- 
cide what colored men he wishes

enough alone." ' 
This was the opinion expressed by 
Sir.Frederick W, Borden, minister of 
militia and defense of Canada at the 
Intercolonial club last night. 
In view 


of the'constant rebuffs which the Ca- 
nadian statesmen have received from 
the United States in their efforts to 
secure.more amicable tariff relations, 
he said, Canada will make no over- 
tures to this country, and any reci- 
procity treaty which the United States 
may offer will have to be for the beat 
of interests of all Canadians before It 
will be adopted. 
Sir Frederick also.declared that the 


predominant note in the public affairs 
in Canada today is contentment with 
its present lot, and the hops that the 
future may bring closer relations 
to 
the mother country. Canada, he con- 
tinued, is well satisfied with its pres- 
ent form of government and' is as in- 
dependent as any nation on the globe. 
He also referred to the recent deci- 
sion of The Hague conference regard- 
Ing tho fisheries dispute, and charac- 
terized It as having removed the last 
ground which might possibly lead to 
•war between tho United States and 
Canada or Great Britain. 
Speaklhg of the tariff in this coun- 
try, he said: "I understand the people 
of this nation, so greatly prosperous, 
are not absolutely satisfied with their 
tariff.
